to g eneral use because the fuel was 
not readily obtainable. This difficul­ 
ty was ov ercome by the simp le p ro­ 
cess 0f p roducing more g asoline and 
establishing sup p lies in ev ery p art 
of the country . The use of electric 
automobiles for touring will g row in 
just the ratio that facilites for re­ 
charg ing storag e batteries are 
ex ­ 
tended”.

Fire is Located in Abandoned Wor­ 
kings of Old Central Mine—500 
Feet 
Long 


EFFORTS TO EXTINGUISH FIRE 


Concrete Walls Four 
Feet 
Thick 
Are Being Built in all Tunnels 
Leading to Fire 


Scranton, Pa. Feb. 25— A* red-hi% 
coal, ten feet in thickness» and 
at 
least 500 feet in length, is blazing 
400 feet under Scranton. 
- The tire is located in the 
aban­ 
doned workings of the old Central 
mine, West Scranton, and is steadily 
creeping eastward, consuming 
in 
its course thousands of tons of an­ 
thracite. All efforts of 200 tire riglit- 
ers <o exting&ish the fire, or even to 
check its progress, have, up to the 
present, been of no 
avail. 
Seven 
streams of water have 
for 
weeks 
been pouring upon the buring coal 
with no apparent resulfV the 
water 
causing fantastic 
v a po rs in 
the 
white heat which serve only to ham­ 
per the work of the fire fighters, al­ 
ready hampered enough by the heat 
and |K>isonous gases 
issuing 
from 
the burning coal. 


The 
firemen 
enter 
the 
mine 
through a shaft tw0 
miles 
away. 
They are unable, on account of the 
terrible beat, to venture any nearer 
the tire than 500 feet. A perpendicu­ 
lar airshaft, located directly Mfove 
the tire and communicating with the 
open air 400 feet above 
affords 
a 
draft greater than that of the most 
towering smokestack. Grave danger 
confronts the meajSghtmg the flames 
as a sudden depression iu the 
at- 
mosphereic conditions 
above might 
send the sulphurous _gases 
back­ 
ward, resultihg in suffocation. 
From a distance, with the aid of 


g la s s e s , can be seen an inferno in 
which old I*5uto himself might lux­ 
uriate. There are in a wilderness of 
fire with low-hanging ceilings, wide 
crevices from which issu^ blue and 
white flames. The heat is 
unbear-, 
able. 
All fwith in the efficacy af water 
to extinguish the flames' has 
been 
abandoned, and die erection of walls 
to exclude air and c;uise the tire to 
die of enert gas is the 
plan of the 
lire fighters, -following an investiga­ 
tion by a commission from the state 
department 
of 
'mining. 
Concrete 
walls, four feet thick are being built 
in all tunnels and crevices leading 
to the fire. 
In sections of adjacent veins, re­ 
mote from the scene of the fire, tem­ 
peratures of 170 degrees Fahrenheit 
have been recorded as a result of the 
fire. 
The abandoned mines of the Peo­ 
ple’s Coal Company, communicating 
with the Central mine, where the fire 
is located, contain large quantities 
of gas. If the fire should 
come in 
contact with this g a s , an explosion 
would result, the effects of which 
are incalculable according to expert* 
There is no immediate 
danger 
of 
this, the experts add 
comfortingly 
and it is predicted that within a few 
weeks, through the present methods 
of fighting the flames, the fire,will be 
smothered.

FUND, BUT ND INDIANS 


In 1802 
Connecticut Appropriated 
$5,000 to Care For Indians 
Who Then Lived There 


$38.13 REMAINS OF THE ÇUND

Bridgeport, 
Conn., 
Feb. 
25. 
When Bridgeport was founded, and 
a few hundred souls settled around 
the mouth of the Pequonnock river: 
a tribe of friendly Indians lived on 
Golden Hill, 
now' in the center of 
this -city of 150,000 and occupied 
by the county 
courthouse. 
That 
was not so long ago, 
not earlier 
than 1790. 
Gradually, the Indians 
became unable 
to 
support 
them­ 
selves. In 1802, the general assem­ 
bly of Connecticut appropriated the 
income of $5,000 to care for them, 
and appointed an Indiau agent 
to 
administer the fund. 


By later legislative decree, 
that 
fund and the 
position 
connected 
with it passed to the clerk of the 
superior court of Fairfield county, 
and today Fred W. Tracy, clerk of 
the court, has $38.13 which still re­ 
mains to 
relieve 
needy 
Indians. 
Gkirk Tracy was not aware of his 
trust until the other day, when ha 
examining some old tiles, be dis­ 
covered an ancient bank book. 
The last survivor of the tribe 
of 
Indians to receive aid was William 
Sherwood, 
an 
individual 
of 
300 
pounds and more, who passed to his 
happy hunting grounds in 1885. 
No 
trace of living 
survivors can now 
l>e found.

SCARCE IN STATE 


Long Term and 
Low 
Wages 
Are 
Given as Reason For Not Many 
Students Taking Work 


DR. 
HURTY OFFERS 
ADVICE 


Suggests Term Be Cut to 2 Years 
and Pay Increased to Stim­ 
ulate Interest 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
Feb. 
25— 
Student nurses in Indiana, are be­ 
coming scarcer and scareei, Dr. J. 
N. Hurty, secretary oi* the 
state 
board ol health, said here today. 
The principal reason lor this, Dr. 
Hurty 
said, is the fact that stu­ 
dents are required to attenl a local 
hospital for a term of three years 
which is too long a time. Physicians 
throughout the state are «if this op­ 
inion, also, the secretary added. 
“I have heard a number of phy­ 
sicians in the state discuss the que­ 
stion and 
their 
belief as well as 
mine in that the course which nurses 
have to 
take 
requires too long a 
time,” 
Dr. Hurty asserted. 
“I be 
lieve that a nurse can lear.i as much 
in two years as they no in three 
years which they are now required 
to study. 
“ Dr. John Dill Rol> ertsarM 
health 
officer of Chicago, I believe, has set 
a very good example in nurse train­ 
ing. During the ‘flu’ epidemic when 
nurses were hard to get, Dr. Robert­ 
son took it upon himself to mn 
a 
free nurses school. 
He 
gave 
the 
women who desired to uecome emer­ 
gency nurses a course of six weeks 
and than he defied anyone to put up 
a nurse who could 
do bctrer than 
these 
women at the hedsioe. 
Dr. 
Robertson did not bar ibe nurses 
who hal a three year training,” 
Salaries of 
student 
nurses are 
unsatisfactory and these should lie 
increased, according to Dr. Hurty. 
“ The salaries of the girls who are 
now 
learning to be nurses should 
be increased,” he continued. “These 
girls do not get enough 
money to 
take them 
to a show rnd buy the 
recessarv garments which they are 
required to wear when they are on 
duty at the hospital, 
not including 
street clothes. 
“I believe that if

NO CANNIBALISTIC 
INDIANS IN BRAZIL 


By MILES W. VAUGHN 
Rio de Janerio (By Mail)—There 
are no cannibalistic Indians in Bra­ 
zil. That is the word of the famous 
Rondon 
Commission, 
headed 
by 
General Rondon of 
the 
Brazilian 
army, which has been in close con­ 
tact with-aII the tribes of the nation 
foT nearly a quarter of a century. — 
The General characterizes as eq­ 
ually fantastic 
tales 
of 
various 
American explorers who 
claim 
to 
have discovered tribes 
of 
white 
giants in the Brazilian interior. 
In a report recently published here 
the Commission says: 
‘One general observation of prime 
importance has been verified care­ 
fully in the ease of all tribes yet en­ 
countered in 
Brazil—no 
evidence 
whatever has 
been 
found 
which 
would indicate the existence of can­ 
nibalism”. 
General Dondon asserts that 
lie 
has personally investigated the can­ 
yons where the indian tribes are ac­ 
customed to throw the bones 
anc 
refuse from their feasts, and that 
no human bone ever lias 
been en­ 
countered. 
The total indian 
population 
of 
Brazil is estimated at about 1,000,- 
000, of which some 30,000 
are in 
the great state 
of Matto 
Grosso 
(Thick Woods.) 
In most of the wild tribes the law' 
of monogamy is rigorously enforced, 
except for the Cacique, of 
chief, 
who is allowed to 
have as 
many 
wives as he wishes. The commission 
explains that this is in ofder that 
cross-breeding may improve the race. 
Many of the inter-tribal wars are 
attributed to the desire of one Cac­ 
ique to eaptur^ a few of the prized 
wives of some 
neighboring 
ruler 
across the river. 
The Commission has found that 
practically all the interior 
tribes 
bultivate fields of gram and beans 
and are generally a peaceful, home- 
loving people, who receive the white 
man with friendship if 
they 
are 
properly approached. 
Among the more remote tril> es the 
use of alcohol is almost 
unknown, 
but those tribes which have come in 
contact with 
white 
setters 
have 
been 
decimated by alcoholism and 
•yphilia.
